1 . (Amended) A method for the treatment of a tumor in a mammal, wherein the tumor is 
characterized by the overexpression of an ErbB2 receptor and does not respond, or responds poorly, to 
treatment with an anti-ErbB2 antibody, comprising administering to the mammal a therapeutically 
effective amount of a conjugate of the anti-ErbB2 antibody with a maytansinoid. 



4. (Amended) The method of claim 1 wherein the anti-ErbB2 antibody is a growth 
inhibitory antibody. 
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
